THE history of the admirable 
Crichton is doubtless familiar to 
our readers, and the perusal of it, 
while it may have been eutertaining, 
has only left on their minds the im- 
pression, tiiat the extravagance of the 
narration gave just ground to doubt 
even the ground work, and almost 
lead them to deny the existence 
of the real character.
